ENGLISH AFFAIRS.—The latest accounts 
from England, represented the health of the King 
somewhat improved; though h's recovery was not 
considered probable. His successor will be the 
DUKE OF CLARENCE, who is now in the 
63rd. year of his age. After the duke, the heir 
presumptive is the princess Victoria, daughter of 
the late Duke of Kent; she is in the eleventh year 
of her age, and is already nearly as great a favor- 
ite with the English people as was the lamented 
wife of Prince Leopold Her acquisitions and ac- 
complishments are said to be quite uncommon for 
such achild, and her temper and manners have 
been highly extolled. 

Of the Duke of Clarence, we find the following 
biographical sketch in some of the papers: 

Duke of Clarence, William Henry, Prince of 
England, second brother of King George IV. 
was educated for the Navy, and passed through all 
the ranks, but received no command. In the 
House of Lords he constantly opposed the War 
policy of the ministers, Humanity is indebted to 
him for his exertions for the abolition of the slave 
trade. His uniting with the opposition contribu- 
ted to the overthrow of Pitt and Addington, but he 
still lived on the best terms with the royal family.

He was passionately attached to the celebrated ac- 
tress, Mrs. Jordan, with whom he was connected 
many years, and bad several children by her. She 
died at Bordeaux in 1816 The Duke of Cla 
rence, conducted Louis XVIII. to the coast of 
France in 1814. He married the Princess Ade- 
laide, of Saxe Meiningen, July 11, 1818, and 
was desirous of fixing his residence thenceforth at 
Osnabruck. He lives now with his wife in Lon- 





don, In 1827, under Canning’s administration, 
the Duke of Clarence was appointed Lord High 
Admiral of England, but he retired from that office 
soon after the Duke of Wellington had been made 
Premier, =—s_ ‘ 


How Corron 1s Sorp.—The writer of Life in 
Liverpool thus describes the sale of cotton in the 
Underwriters’ room. In this place we witnessed 
a sale of cotton, and I was much amused by the 
manner of its being conducted.—There were six 
or eight different brokers who had sales the same 
day, and each party, by turns, occupied the ros- 
trum with clerks, a salesman, and the merchants 
to whom the different lots of cotton might beiong, 
who were now and then referred to by the sales- 
men, when particular lots failed to obtain the pri- 





ces expected. The quickness with which these 
sales are despatched, you will readily imagine, | 
when I tell you, that at the time of my visit, about | 
3,000 bags and bales of cotton, in lots, from five to | 
thirty each, were all disposed of in less than two 
hours; a proof of the high value which merchants 
at this place set upon their time. Some brokers, 
from a naturally dull, methodical method of speak- 
ing, occupy twice as much time as the others; but 
in a general way the lots are despatched in the fol- 
lowing style: * Lot 30.—15 bales Mobile—(6 1-2d) | 
—six-pence-half penny—(5-8ths) — six pience five- | 
eighths — Gander —Lot 31—Same quantity—six- 
pence five-eighths.—Simpson.— Lot 32—10 of Al- 
abama—(7d)-—-seven pence—(7 1-8)—seven-pence 
one-eighth.—Jackson.—Same price, same buyer; 
same price, same buyer &c.” After the sale of 
cotton we proceeded down to the Prince’s Dock, 
where sales of turpentine and staves were to take 
place. Precisely as the clock struck, the attend- 
ers appeared, not approaching the spot individual- 
ly, but hurrying thither almost in a body. Half-a 
score of tryers or samplers of the turpentine, (ap- 
prentices in merchents and brokers’ offices,) had 
previously been poking with an iron skewer or rod 
the several barrels of the article exposed, with holes 
pierced in the sides for the purpose. Accounts 
were immediately rendered by the apprentices, of 
how many hard, how many soft, and how many of 
a middling consistency, the lots were composed of, 
and upon this ground of information many of the 
buyers bid for the lots in hundreds of barrels. 
Domestic Cottons —The following is a compar- 
ative statement of the exports of domestic cotton 
manufactures from the United States, for the years 
ending September 30, 1828, and 1829, as extracted 
from the Treasury reports recently published :—

Cincinnati, Ou1o.—The Cincinnati Commer- 
cial Advertiser says—We do not believe there has 
ever been a period when there was so much build- 
ing going on in this city as at present.
